no Difficulty to repeat their Oath in cafe he fhoald 
require it of them ; and accordingly, they all of 
them expreſſed their ready Confent and Obedience. 
Thie Event makes it conjectured, that in a little 
Time hence a Day will be appointed for that So- 
lemaity in the Cathedral. The Prifoners who are 
confined in the Great Prifon are more firaitly 
kept now than heretofore, no Perfon being per- 
mitted to vifit them under Pain of Death. Another 
of the principal Confpirators is lately apprehended 
at Preobosky, and is bringing up to this City. It 
is ſaid, that the Vice-Chancellour of this Kiogdom 
ie to be made Grand Chancellour ; and that the 
Czar propofes to go to Petersbourg towards the 
End of next Month, though fome are of Opinion 
he will fend Prince Menszikoff thither with fall 
Power to direct the Execution of Bufinefs as Occa- 
fion fhall require.
